will be that they had not better improved their time, for 
the branches required to be taught inour common schools 
are those necessary for the everyday business of life. 

With the free use of text books and school supplies has 
come a new condition of affairs. The pupil is entrusted | 4 
with the use and care of property not his own. i 

The books he studies, the pens, pencils, ink, and the’ 
paper he uses ure the property of the town, and a lesson | 
in economy in the use of them would make quite a saving — 
in this expense. We do not mean to say that undue 
waste or improper care has been the rule, but with their — 
free use pupils are liable to become wasteful. unless — 
parents and teachers remind them of it. i 

Teachers who have earned a place in first rank by (area wa 
ful work, and those who have a well established pa ye, 
tion have begn employed whenever it has been possible to 
secure their services with the limited means at the hands 
of the school board. We are,pleased to report good 
progress in all our schools, and that one month will be 
added to each school the coming year.
